It was quite nostalgic looking back at the first issues which were 
produced by David Noble end it was pleasing to see that a fair number of the very first 
subscribers are still with us - good on yer gents. Looking in to the future, I am pleased 
to say that everything looks stable for the foreseeable future. I was a bit afraid that 
the ponding 'happy event' was going to really throw a. spanner into the works, but apart 
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from my being evictee 1 , from my little room where I keep my files, typewriter, games etc 
to make way for junior, Jane pjid I have come to an amicable agreement which allows me to 
produce The Tinaraou without any undue hassle. It is still my intention to slowly lop off 
a few of the games, but these rumours- about us folding are -just-so much garbage. We ■ will 
be continuing on our leisurely way much the same as we have been since I took over nearly 
three years ago. Thumbing through the back issues, I couldn't help but notice the games 
of Interstellar which we have run now and then. I still retain my enthusiasm for this 
variant, but have neither played in, nor run, a game which hasn't been spoiled by drop- 
outs. If five reliable people requested, to play it, I would probably run it despite my 
stated, intention not to run any more variants until one finishes. What I will offer 
before long (probably, no certainly, when Cyborcrud 3 finishes) is an all-winners game. 
I'm sure that there are enough winners of Tinamou games to populate this, especially If 
-<;o throw it open to those that have participated in a draw too. As the zine's 'showpiece' 
game, I will be running a bourse alongside the game, OK, consider the list for this game 
open, but I make no guarantee that it will start immediately. 

Ron and I had a go .at a couple of new (to me, anyway) games yesterday. We started 
off with a look at 'The War of the Ring' which is based on the 'Lord of the 1 tings ' , We 
only played the character game ie the Fellowship vs the Nazgul, but there is a full 
campaign to go along side this. The artwork is o.bsolutely superb, but the actual game 
isn't the greatest thing since sliced bread, My Fellowship all stayed, together and after 
moving through Moria and chopping a renegade troll, we visited Lothlorien- and- travelled 
in elven boats to the Falls of Rauros. We then made a forced march across the Dead 
Marshes (sustained by lembas) and scaled the mountain range between Minas Morgul and 
Cirith Ungol. The latter came as a bit of a shock to the nasties, who didn't have much 
joy when battle was fought in. the Cracks of Doom. We lost Frodo and Candalf,- but Aragorn 
was .able to cast the ring into Mount Doom over the dead bodies of the Lord of the i'azgul, 
Octhmog and three other Nazgul. Vfe then moved on to take a look at 1812 - a recreation 
of the wars of 1812/1 3/1 4 between the An. r do/Canadians and the USA. The clever idea behind 
this is a very good hidden movement system. Sorry, let me clarify that. You can see what 
your opponent is moving, but not what strength the pieces are - this is only revealed 
when combat takes place. I got wiped out in one year in the first game, but managed a 
draw in the second, I can see us playing this game quite a lot.

The rash of recent conventions must bo an encouraging trend and may owe something 
to the success of PolyCon. LepreCon (not LeperCon as one uncharitable pen had it) had 
much going for it. Taking place in the .architectural glories of Trinity College, Dublin, 
surrounded by Dublin's famed pub land the situaticncould hardly have been more attractive. 
Full-length pictures of bearded Victorian worthies graced the walls of the convention 
rooms, making them the most atmospheric I have known. The weather that week-end was very 
kind which made a change from the severe winter.

.straying human population and converting a world to being purely populated by robots 
on; 1 apostles have- the similar aim of converting tho population of a world to their own 
religion. Empire builders want to control a„s many people as possible whilst merchants 
et their points from transferring goods from A to Pi. These goods are 'raw materials' 
which are used to build ships. All ships that wont to move have to form a fleet attached 
to a key. Only keys with ships at t cached. o,re able to move from world to world. 

Some worlds have artifacts on them. These aro of interest to all players, who got 
points for collecting the ones which ore particulprly interesting to them eg merchants 
wont golden items and shekels (I think). Artifact collectors get points for all the 
artifacts they can lay their hands on. As a pirate, I want to control as many keys as I 
can and I also plunder worlds to get points. I doubt that I stand, any chance of winnin; ■ 
the game I'm in, because I have made too many mistakes already, but I am thoroughly 
enjoying myself and I can heartily recommend the game. It's not cheap to play, though.

Votes should be awarded within the range 10(high) to l(low) to one place of 
decimal. You should see at_ least two magazines in order to vote. There were some 
complaints last time about people voting for magazines that they don't subscribe to/ 
trado with, but Mick ackncwled ges that there are some- who will regularly see a zine 
from a friend of theirs (or whatever). If you don't subscribe to a zine, but are voting 
for it, you would be advised to state how you get to see it regularly as some editors 
nay give Mick a list of subscribers so that ho can invalidate the vote of anyone not on 
the afore-mentioned list. 

Although many would call it an arbitary division, the poll is for zines carrying 
postal Diplomacy games and you should, in as unbiased a way as you can, vote only on 
the Diplomacy section of any zine which carries other games. New Statsman itself is 
ineligible as far as voting is concerned as are any zines which have not published 5 
issues by the poll deadline or which have not produced an issue for the last four 
months. AZOTT is considered to be eligible, though, as it is only really Entente with 
a new name. Subzines should be rated in the vote for the parent zine. Hmm - no sub zines 
in T at the moment - what a drag. It does annoy people so.... 

The results will bo analysed in three ways. The average vote (ie total marks 
divided by number of voters) is probably the best, but there will also be the positional 
system (each zine gets a mark for every zine it is placed above in your list) and an 
analysis of preferences ie the number of times a particular- zine is placed higher in 
the votes than another zine. If you have a copy of last year's poll results, you'll 
know exactly what to expe it. You are also invited to allocate 10 points between the 
three systems of analysing the results to indicate which one(s) you prefer.

I've been locking through the zines I receive with a view to preparing a prelim- 
inary listing from which I'l] work to produce the final order and the first impression 
I get is that the overall standard of zines is higher this year than any other year in 
which I have voted. There are no really poor zines (although I don't receive all that 
are published in the UK ■- something I ought to remedy, but apathy rules....) and I am 
finding it very hard to separate many of those ''in the pack'. In previous years, I have 
tried to vote each zine as I believed it deserved because, like most players, I have a 
decided preference for those zines I'm playing in, which isn't really fair on the others, 
although I expect that it evens out in the long run. 

I haven't had much trouble picking the top couple of zines. My preferences in that 
respect have been expressed frequently enough for ycu to know that Greatest Hits and 
G allimaufry are going to feature at the top of my list, Dolchstoss is going to come 
close behind these two as, despite recent long lapses between issues, I still find that 
Richard is the most entertaining writer we have and I really enjoy his bridge notes 
(especially when 'Rrstus' features in them). The rest divide into approximately four 
groups s MrG, FOE, PTN and Jgygmy form the first. Filibuster , Chimaera , LE and Me£ the 
second. Then there's a larger group containing Br on Yr Aur , ERR , Rhubovia . Whiskey Mac , 
HtL and Gummi and finally Grif fin, Herald, Ethil , AnT, AZOTT bringing up the rear. Now 
I appreciate that I am fiffffff certainly doing injustice to some of those zines, but 
I have to put them in the order in which I enjoy them. Hmm, perhaps AnT should go up a 
bit - you see it's by no means settled yet ant 1 my indecision is considerable. 

Last year T came 6th in the positional system and about 10th on votes cast. I 
would be happy if wo were able to repeat that this year, but I doubt that we will. It 
docsn*t particularly matter, of course, but it does give your ego a distinct boost if 
you do well.
